2. (SBU) The Belgians and especially PM Guy Verhofstadt and 
FM Karel De Gucht remain solidly in the transatlantic camp. 
Despite unhappiness about Iraq and continuing unwillingness 
to put troops there, they were one of the first countries to 
provide debt relief and, with the Germans, are now training 
Iraqi soldiers in the UAE. We agree on most other 
transatlantic issues like the Balkans , and have agreed to 
differ on the others, particularly those on which the 
Belgians find it politic to follow the French or German lead. 

We still get positive feedback from President Bush T s 
February visit and from your multiple meetings here and in 
Washington, reinforced by many senior visits.
